In using common stoves for 
wood or coal, we are much more liable to 
get an excessive heat than from the air 
tight principle, for this produces a moder- 
ate heat, and is the best adapted to an 
even temperature. We find by experi- 
ence that the airtight stove is economical, 
as to the article itself and the fuel; it is 
comfortable and healthy, and attended 
with the least trouble of any apparatus 
for warming. 

The suggestions of Dr, Bates, who is 
very correct in his observations, as to the 
management of air tight stoves, are highly 
valuable, and if properly attended to will, 
in the opinion of many, give additional 
value to this article that contributes so 
largely to comfort and economy in these 
cold regions where fuel is growing scarce.

Weight of Cattle.

American Prisoners at Van Dieman’s 
Land, 

At a public meeting of the citizens oi 
| Chester, Vermont, Nov. 24, Gen. Suther- 
| land made an address, and it was resolved 
| that the President of the United States be 
| respectfully requested to direct the diplo- 
matic agent of our country at the court of 
St. James, to ask of the British Government 
the release of the American citizens, now 
| prisoners in the hands of that Government 

at Van Dieman’s Land, and that they be 
| restored to their country and friends. The 
| release of these prisoners, who were taken 
|in the late patriot war in Canada, is solicit- 
jed on the ground that many of the leaders 
| in the attempted revolution have been par- 
doned and appointed to office by the Queen 
of Great Britain. The number of our un- 
fortunate fellow citizens exiled and treated 
jas a penal colony in that remote country, is 
| said to be about one hundred ; and, as they 
;are less guiliy thaw those by whempthey 
| were led on to commit the offences against 
| her Majesty’s government, and have already 
| suffered for nearly five years a severe penal- 
ty, it is highly probable that the queen 
might exhibit that clemency so becoming in 
a sovereign and a woman, and bestow that 
| pardon upon all which she has kindly grant- 
ed in several cases to private importunity.

A Voyage of Discovery. 

A letter from Stockholm, of September 
| 7th, says : 
‘* The Swedish brig the Bull, Captain 
| Warngresn, has just returned after a three 
| years’ voyag On her arrival at Port Phil- 
ip, New South Wales, she was freighted by 
lan English firm to visit the small islands of 
ithe Pacific, and obtain for manufactured 
goods sandlewood and other articles suited 
to the China market. During this voyage, 
| which lasted about seven months, Captain 
| Warngresn tonched at some islands not vis 
ited probably since Cook’s time, and four 
| others not to be found on the map. The} 
| captain took pogsesson of them in the name 
lof King Charles John. The inhabitants 
| were a mild race, ignorant of the use of iron, 
and ready to give for even a rusty nail a 
turtle. They were also fond of bits of 
glass, and would remain for three or four 
‘hours shaving themselves with pieces of bro 
{ken bottles. A single musket shot was suf- 
ficient to disperse thousands of them—a 
proof that they had not before been visited 
by Europeans. The king of one of the 1s- 
lands presented the captain with his sceptre, 
made of wood artistically carved, and hav- 
ing a thin circle of jasper on the top. A 
name was given toeach of these isles after 
some member of the Royal family of Swed- 
en, anda quantity of plants, and tools made 
of stone and wood, have been brought 
home.”’ 








Mr Whitmarsh’s silk company is repre- 
sented to be in a very flourishing condition.

Great anxiety and excitement exists at 
Bridgeport in regard to the prosecutions 
which have been commenced against the 
city by the holders of its bonds. These 
bonds were given to pay the city subserip- 
tion of $300,000 to the Bridgeport Railroad. 
The investment has proved an unprofitable 
one, and the Railroad, so far from furnish- 
ing dividends to the city to meet the inter- 
est on its bonds, is oppressed by a debt 
which itis unable to discharge, and is ad- 
vertised to be sold under the hammer. The 
sale, by great exertions, has been postponed 
from time to time, and has lately been sus- 
pended by an injunction of the Supreme 
Court. The bondholders not being able to 
find public property to satisfy their demands 
have attached the private property of indi- 
viduals. The validity of the attachments 
and the liability of individuals, is to be de- 
cided in the Supreme Court, and the bond- 
holders bave generally expressed a willing- 
ness to suspend farther proceedings until the 
decision of the Court has been made. The 
amount of the debt isa very considerable 
portion of the whole assessed property of 
the city. [Providence Jour.

As soon as Whetstone opened the 
door, the stranger discharged a load of 
buckshot in his breast, when Whetstone fell 
instantly dead. Whetsone is represented to 
have robbed and killed more than twenty 
different persons within the last fifteen years. 
He was about 60 years of age, and was as 
agile as a buck, and of an iron constitution.

We have to record ove of the most remarkable 
instances of human distortion, that has come with- 
in the scope of our observation or reading. ‘lhe 
subject of our remarks is Mr. Urialb Ambler, who 
died ia this town on Thursday moroing last. Mr. 
| A. was a house-carpenter, and by exposure when 
in a heated state of body, about 9 years since, be- 
| came a prey to that racking disease, the vheugna- 
| matism. During nearly the whele of this long pe- 
riod, be was confined to his room and bed, endar- 

ing an amount and intensityof pain and suffering 
| which has seldom fallen to the lot of humanity. 
| His disease in its progress dislocated nearly, ot 
quite, every joint in bis body, eaased the bones to 
protrude from their places, and in some instan- 
ces to project nearly an ineh from the surface, and 
for the last four years deprived him of sight. It 
was but an every dity business, and not unfre- 
quently we believe, repeated many tints a day, to 
replace the joints which were constantly flying 
from their natural positions and relationshiy 
After death we had a slight examination of the 
body, and a description of it will eonvey to the 
mind of the reader, some ides of the nature of that 
disease which could produce such a pitivble piece 
of deformity, 

We found the body in the same position, 
which for a long time previous to death, was the 
only one in which itcould le. On the right side, 
the head and shoulders ewved forward, and the 
legs drawn up. The bones in the feet and legs 
were displaced and distorted, the spine much eurv- 
ed, disfigured and disjointed, the shoulders ont of 

place, the arms at the elbows in the same
